WILL MEET SATURDAY 



Prediction that Governor Smith 
would get a big vote for Presi- 
dent in the November election in 
the general Main Line territory, 
one of the biggest ever given a 
Democratic candidate here, was 
made at the first meeting of the 
Lower Merion and Narberth 
Democratic Committee held Sat- 
urday night. 

The meeting, called by Richard 
J. Hamilton, Lower Merion 
School Board member and Ard- 
more banker, was held in the of- 
fices of the Merion Title and 
Trust Company in Ardmore. It 
was attended by approximately 
twenty committee men and party 
workers representing the sixteen 
election districts of Narberth and 
Lower Merion. Present also was 
Edward F. Kane, of Upland Way, 
Merion, chairman of the County 
Democratic Committee, who de- 
clared that reports from a number 
of districts in the county indicated 
that there would be a large vote 
in Montgomery for Smith and 
Robinson. 

Arthur W. Burns, Narberth, 
was elected chairman of the com- 
mittee. The secretary is Daniel 
McDonough, of Ardmore, who 
holds over from the previous com- 
mittee. Other officers to be chosen 
are a vice chairman and a treas- 
urer. They will probably be se- 
lected at the second meeting, 
which is scheduled to be held to- 
morrow night in the bank offices 

in Ardmore. 

Hamilton Likely Treasurer. 

The choice for vice chairman is 
uncertain, but it is likely that 
Richard J. Hamilton will be 
chosen treasurer. Weekly meet- 
ings, to be held each Saturday 
night, are scheduled by the com- 
mittee for the remainder of the 
campaign. 

A vigorous campaign through- 
out the entire county is planned 
by the Democrats, who see in 
Smith their first real chance to 
elect a President since Woodrow 
Wilson. For the first time in 
years, there will be a personnel of 
active party workers in every 
election district of the county, 
with regular meetings to check- 
up on their activities. In addi- 
tion, a series of mass meetings to 
boost the candidacy of Smith will 
be held throughout the county. 

The campaign will officially 
open for the Democrats with the 
first of their mass meetings, which 
is scheduled for Norristown. This 
will be followed later by a rally 
for the general Main Line terri- 
tory, which will probably be held 
in Ardmore. Dates for both af- 
fairs are yet to be set. It is plan- 
ned to have speakers of county 
and national prominence at all 
meetings. At the one for Lower 
Merion and Narberth, Samuel 
Rea, of Merion Square, former 
head of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, who is chairman of the Phil- 
adelphia Smith for President 
Club, is regarded as a likely 
speaker.

Mr. Cameron, a resident of Montgomery avenue, is a graduate 
of Yale University and an active member of the Narberth Tennis 
Club. His predecessor asks for him the same help and co-opera- 
tion which have made the present growth of the paper possible.

Rotarians Hear Talk 

on Business Ethics 

"How much is that suit?" 

"Forty dollars." 

"Give you eighteen for it." 

"Couldn't take a cent less than 
thirty." 

"How about $22.50?" 

"Let's compromise for $27.50." 

The days when such a conversa- 
tion was typical of all purchasing 
were recalled Monday night by 
Philip Kind, Philadelphia jeweler. 
He was speaker at the meeting of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary- 
Club, taking as his subject "Busi- 
ness Ethics." 

Mr. Kind not only told of the 
rise of business ethics from the 
days when "Caveat Emptor" was 
the motto clown to the present reign 
of Better Business Bureaus, but also 
gave a review of business during the 
past century. 

Not so many years ago, he said, 
the professions were the only re- 
spectable ways in which a living 
could be earned. Commerce was a 
last resort and was frowned upon 
by society. With the rise of popu- 
lar education and the dawn of the 
commercial era, business men grad- 
ually became equal socially to their 
professional brethren. 

In addition to that, business has 
come to attract the college-educated 
men, in many cases men trained 
especially for the type of commer- 
cial work they are to enter. This 
has also served to raise the stan- 
dards of business practice. 

Business was simply defined as 
a matter of buying and selling. The 
old practice, and the present legal 
angle, puts the burden upon the 
buyer — let him beware. But this 
idea, still legal, is no longer the prac- 
tice of business men. "Honesty is 
the best policy" has token-its place 
as a motto. < V 

Nearly every product ~sp\d today 
carries the name of its maker as an 
advertisement and also as a matter 
of .pride. The one-price-to-all ele- 
ment has taken hold everywhere, 
and exchange and refund of un- 
satisfactory goods have also 
strengthened the position of the 
buyer. 

Better business ethics is being 
created, Mr. Kind said, by the rise 
of trade organizations. Competi- 
tors who formerly did not recognize 
one another on the street now meet 
in friendly council and exchange in- 
formation valuable to all.

Warning against Springfield 
Water used generally by practically 
all residents of the Main Line ter- 
ritory was issued Monday night 
following the monthly meeting of 
the Lower Merion Board of Health 
in the township building at Ard- 
more. A statement, given out over 
the signature of the board's presi- 
dent, Dr. Bertrand K. Wilbur, ad- 
vised the boiling of all water and 
against its use raw, except for 
cooking, laundry work and other 
purposes. 

This action followed the submis- 
sion by Dr. David W. Horn, Bryn 
Mawr, the board's chemist, of a re- 
port which showed a radical in- 
crease in the bacterial count of the 
water from 3 to 54 per cent. The 
gain per cc. was from 16 to 164. 

The board's greatest allowance 
for a water bacterial count is uco, 
which is a maximum taken from the 
United States public health stand- 
ard. The resulting condition was 
termed dangerous to public health, 
particularly, and here the board 
pointed to the statement of its 
chemist as "It must be steadily 
born in mind that at this time of 
the year the seasonal distribution of 
typhoid fever is at its height." 
Began in July. 

The increase in the bacterial 
count of the water was first noted 
about the middle of July. When 
the upward trend continued the 
Philadelphia Suburban Water Com- 
pany, which supplies the Springfield 
water, was warned to remedy the 
condition and when it was reported 
Monday night that these warnings 
had resulted in no improvement, 
the health board decided to issue a 
public statement urging household- 
ers to boil their water before using 
to safeguard themselves. 

Prompt denial was forthcoming 
from Carleton E. Davis, of Merion, 
manager of the Philadelphia Subur- 
ban Water Company at his offices 
in Bryn Mawr VVednesday that 
the product of his firm was danger- 
ous to public health. 

"We guarantee our product," said 
Mr. Davis. "Springfield water is 
perfectly safe and there is no need 
for boiling it or taking other pre- 
cautionary measures. 

"It is to our interest to have as 
high a standard for our water as 
possible and we have our own 
chemists who are constantly mak- 
ing tests to safeguard the supply. 
They have found nothing to cause 
alarm." 

Mr. Davis hinted at lack of co- 
operation from the Lower Merion 
Health Board and intimated that 
this body in issuing its warning was 
needlessly alarming hundreds of 
families along the Main Line. He 
acknowledged receipt of the letters 
from the board informing him of 
Dr. Horn's unfavorable findings, 
but declared that when he asked for 
further information as to where 
the health board's tests were taken 
in order that he might have them 
checked, that information was not 
given, but a reply was made that if 
a remedy was not effected, more 
drastic and public action would be 
taken.
